NOVON DESTROVED AS GERMANS 
THREATENED 


r (By Paul Ayres Rockwell). 

With the French armies, Sept. 10. 
—The Germans fulfilled their threat 
they made when they were driven 
from Noyon bythe French. They de- 
clared that they would destroy the his- 
toric little city before they retired 
from the region immediately to the 
the north. I entered Noyon a_ few 
days ago with Senator Noel, the city’s 
mayor, and walked all.about the 
streets with him examining the dam- 
age. There is not one structure in all 
of Noyon that has escaped injury by 
fire or shell or both. 

Most of the buildings arg complete- 
ly wrecked. Perhaps ten per cent. 
may possibly be repaired and made 
usable, but what remafns standing of 
the other ninety per cent. must be 
pulled down and carted away and 
building be recommenced from the 
cellar upward. It wag quite by acci- 
dent that I wag permitted to enter 
Noyon. Ever since the zouaves and 
tirailleurs drove the invaders from 
the city entrance to Noyon has been 
forbidden to all save the military 
engineers who are charged with 
searching the ruins for mines and 
death traps which captured Germans 
declared had been placed all about 
the town. 


The Scene of Many Battles 

I saw a message Wednesday night 
from Gen. Humbert’s information offi- 
cer stating tha; it was still impossible 
to go into Noyon, but I decided to visit 
the vicinity and push forward if pos- 
sible along the Noyon-Ham road _ to- 
ward Guiscard. 

W, approached Noyon by the 
national highway from Compiegne 
over which two tides of the German 
invasion had ebbed and flowed since 
August, 1914, and along which count- 
lesg battles wer, fought even before 
the history of France began. Com- 
piegne and Noyon were important 
garrison camps during Roman days. 
The rout connecting them followed 
the Oise river the same ag today. 

Beginning wherg the Germans 
reached the Metz stream we travers- 
ed a region abounding in shattered 
villages and battered trenches—for 
the Germans were forced back foot 
by foot while stubbornly opposing 
the French passages. Wid, stretches 
of barb wire entanglements, huge 
piles of blackened and scarred  mas- 


onry that a few weeks ago had been; 


stately chateaus, hewn-down trees 
ant shell pits were all thay remained. 
Working parties were still occupied 
with gathering up battl, debris and 
repairing the roads and bridges blown 
up by mines. Paris suburb on the out- 
skirts of Noyon was gloomy enough 
as everything was wrecked and torn 
for there occurred desperat, hand-to- 
hand encounters when the zouaves 
charged the Germans. 


Entrance to Noyon Forbidden 

We arrived at the city limits of 
Noyon. The Rue de Paris, one of the 
principal streets leading to the center 
of the city, was blocked by huge 
wooden signboards on which was 
marked in two-foot high black letters: 
“Mines. Danger de mort. Defense 
d'entrer” (Mines. Danger of death. 
Entrance forbidden.”’) Just along side 
was another sign board. This one was 
riddled by bullets. It wags a_ relic of 
the invasion, a German road sign dir- 
ecting convoys toward Guiscard, Cha- 
uny, Ham and other places. 

Looking at the signs their were 
three elderly and rather pathetic 
civilians and several French officers. 
We descended from the automobile to 
inquire for news of the battle raging 
aheaid, having no hope of entering

Ottawa, Sept. 21-—-The militia de- 
partment has issued the following 
statement in reference to harvest 
leave: 

“Instructions were issued by tele- 
gram from militia headquarters to all 
military districts on the 14th instant, 
extending harves; leave until Octob- 
er 31 to all men in categories ‘A,’ ‘B,’ 
and ‘C‘ who are actually working on 
farms and required for the purpose of 
saving the crops, subject to immedi- 
ate recall should necessity arise. Dist- 
rice commande¥s were by the same 
wire ordered to deal with all cases 
so as to avoid unnecessary travel and 
expense, Supplementary instruc- 
tion# were also forwarded to district 
commanders to notify all men con- 
cerned by letter or telegram, as cir- 
cumstances might require, in order 
that it should not be necessary for 
men to return to their unit headquart- 
ers to obtain extenston of leave.

Startled by Gas Alarm Signal 

As we went toward the cathedral, 
a sound as if of a large clock ticking 
issued from the yawning entrance of 
the cellar. The first thought was of 
an infernal machine that was about 
ready to explode, but investigation 
showed that it was a gas alarm mad, 
of a huge shell cartridge with a piece 
of lead suspended as a clapper in the 
middle that clanged gently in the 
breeze. 

The cathedral built in the twelfth 
century upon the site of a church 
erected by Charlemagne, and which 
burned in the year 1131, had suffered 
much from shell fire. We entered 
th, temple which signs denoted had 
been used as a post by the German 
staff. The fleor was thickly carpeted 
with powdered stone and _ littered 
with broken glass and pieces of fur- 
nishings. 

More than a‘score of shells had torn 
holes in the lofty vaulted roofs, 
through which beams of sunshine 
illuminated brightly the interior. The 
brass candlesticks and altar pieces 
had disappeared. 

Crucifixion Painting Torn 

The canvases of many paintings 
had been torn loose from the frames, 
which lay upon the floor. Other pict- 
ures had been ripped by shells, bits 
of shrapnel and bullets. 

The painting of the cruifixion had 


been torn in nine places, but the only | 


injury to the imag, of Christ was a 
bullet hole piercing the thigh, exact- 
ly where the Roman soldier igs said to 
have thrust his spear. 

We continued through the streets 
of the striken city and everywhere 
the scene was depressing and deso- 
late. In one quarter a few houses 
were standing together that could be 
repaired. It was a mystery how they 
escaped so lightly. The firs, time the 
Germans were driven from Noyon 
they left th, city city in a fairly habi- 
table state.

SET FIRE TO NUNNERY 


Montreal, Sept. 19—The disaster 
of the Grey Nunnery fire of Feb. 14 
last, in which 65 victims were burned 
to death, was purposely caused by a 
female orderly of thg institution, 
Bertha Courtmanche, who was. still 
working at the institution at the time 
when sh, was arrested this afternoon. 
After keeping Courtmanche under 
observation at the Grey Nunnery for 
a week past, Detective Proulx of the 
provincial police department taxed 
the woman with the crime and ex- 
tracted a full and signed confession 
from her last night. Her arrest fol- 
lowed early today and shee was ar- 
raigned ay the court house on a 
charge of arson. 

“I crept out of bed on the night of 
the fire,” she told the police, “and set 
dire to a pile of newspapers, which I 
had placed behind thg radiator in th, 
room where the babies were sleeping 
The curtains caught fire and then I 
went back to bed. God only knows 
why I did it. After I had been in bed 
some minutes I heard the cries of 
‘fire’ and rushing back to the nursery 
in my night dress I carried two of the 
babies to saftey. I was then taken to 
the Kahki Club for the night, and 
afterwards to the Notre Dame _ hospi- 
tal, where I was sick for two days.” 

Courtmanche admits having made 
two other attempts to set fire to the 
Grey Nunnery once before. 

She is a woman of 27 and is’ well 
connected in the Eastern townships, 


where she has lived most of her life. 
She came to Montreal early in Feb- 
ruary last to enter the service of the 
Grey Nunnery as an orderly in the 
babies’ orphanage. Her removal to 
Montreal was brought about, the pro- 
vincial police state, ag a result of a 
discovery that she possessed a fire 
mania, and had attempted incendiar- 
ism in her home.

Four years ago many wistacres 
declared that because of its magni- 
tude and the enormous expense in- 
volved, the war could not last more 
than a year or two. Kitchener was 
thought to be magnifying its possi- 
bilities when he began calculating 
on three years of war. Already it 
has lasted longer than any of the 
wars of the last century, although 
it is costing many times more than 
all of them put together. The Amer- 
ican Civil War, which began April 
12, 1861, was over in less than four 
years. The Crimean War, which was 
opened in 1853, lasted two and a half 
years. The Boer War was consider- 
ed a long one, but it lasted less than 
three years. The Russo-Japanese 
War began in February, 1904, and 
was over late in 1905. Of these smal- 
ler wars, the American Civil War 
was the greatest and it lasted the 
longest. The bigger the war and the

German Influence in Mexico 
Trying to Bring That Country Into 
Conflict With United States 
There is every indication that the 
influence of Germany is at work in 
Mexico in an effort to bring that 
country into conflict with the United 
States, and thus necessitate the 
sending of a large body of troops 
there which would otherwise be 
sent to the west front. At the same 
time Germany is striving to prevent 
the vast oil supply of Mexico from 
getting to the allies for the opera- 
tion of ships of all kinds, as well as 
for military purposes, by using her 


utmost influence with the Mexican 
government. 
A break with Mexico would also 


compel the United States to divert 
as many battleships as possible to 
the port of Tampico. 
ant port, which is the great centre of 
the Mexican oil industry, is situated 
on the Panuco river, seven miles 
from the sea, and is at present guard- 
ed by American battleships to pro- 
tect the interests of American . oil 
companies. 

Mexican oil is being extensively 
used at the present time on allied 
vessels and the oil decree of Presi- 
dent Carranza, amounting as it does 
practically to confiscation of -the 
claims of British and American com- 
panies, would scriously hamper the 
allied naval operations. The Mexican 
government, replying to a_ protest 
from Great Brituin, declared that it 
does not recognize *the right of any 
foreign government to protest 
against such decrees, and that it is 
free to adopt such fiscal legislation 
as it thinks fit. It suggests that re- 
course to the courts would be the 
proper method of determining wheth- 
lands decree was unjust 
and confiseatory, The governments 
of Great Britain and the United 
States have joined in a diplomatic 
effort to induce Mexico to alter this 
decree, 

The petroleum industry of Mexico 
has been the noteworthy featuze of 
her industrial development. Through- 


out the teritory of the gulf coast 
plains from Tamaulipas to Com- 
pechw there are rich oil deposits, 


most of which are particularly adapt- 
ed for use as fuel. In 1912 the pe- 
troleum production of Mexico was 
16,700,000 barrels and has: shown a 
steady increase since that time.

British Invention Makes 
An Hour 


Recent cables from the battlefront 
have spoken of tanks and whippets 
being used by the allies. Everyone 
knows the tank to be a land battle- 
ship of the slow moving, heavily 
armored type, a fort ready to stand 
and hold out to the end, if neces- 
sary. The whippet is a smaller tank 
that can dash all round a battlefield 
and depend on alertness and speed as 
the main weapon. The whippet is a 
mobile tank, a land “destroyer” that 
can break up or pursue enemy infan- 
try. It has caterpillar treads of the 
usual design, arranged on either side 
of a sort of flatcar body. On the 
platform of the flatcar is mounted a 
single turret which houses the crew 


and the several machine guns with 
which the whippet is armed, The 
flatear body measures 18 _ feet in 


length, while the turret is six feet in 
height. The engine is placed at the 
rear of the gun turret in a sepfate 
enclosed armored housing. 

It appears that the whippet tank 
can readily make 12 miles an hour, 
and a fully equipped Teuton infan- 
tryman may soon require a motor cy- 
cle on which to retreat. It is a 
British invention.

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The Bolsheviks? 


Rule Russia With a Tyranny Greater 
Than Czarism 


What the Bolsheviks are is easy to 
answer; but why they are is difficult. 
Not even the ussian people them- 
selves know why. 

In Russia when Czarism ruled and 
to be a Socialist was to be a revolu- 
tionary, there was founded the Rus- 
sian Social Democratic party. Plieha- 
nov, who died the other day in exile 
in Finland, was the founder. He, the 
son of a land owner, belicved thor- 
oughly in the brand of Socialism 
taught by the German Karl Marx, 
and after his university career ended, 
sought to propagate his opinion 
amongst the Russian working classes, 

The police soon pursued him and 
he became an exile in Switzerland for 
37 years. While there he was the 
leader of the Russian Revolutionary 
Socialists. He was a keen student, 
widely read and capable. 

In Switzerland at the same _ time 
was Lenin—or Uljanov, to give him 
his real name—a bitter opponent of | 
Plehanov, but belonging to the same 
party. In 1902 a dispute began be- 
tween them as to the details of party 
organization, Lenin wanted to have 
the central governing committee of 
the party all-powerful; Plehanov 
wanted to have the local party com- 
mittces autonomous. Lenin won, His 
section got the majority, whence the 

Cunor led the 
minority, or “Mensheviks.” 

Thenceforward the party split into 
two bodies; Lenin's stood for revolu- 
tionary Socialism and terrorism; Ple- 
hanov’s for evolutionary Socialism 
by the ordinary means and methods 
of political and social development. 

Plehanov’s party was fairly power- 
ful in Russia after the overthrow of 
the czar. It stood for fighting Ger- 
many on the basis of a defensive war. 
But the Lenin element, averse from 
fighting Germany, fought the Men- 
sheviks tooth and nail -and finally 
ousted them from power. Plehnaov, 
who was welcomed in the ex-czar’s 
palace in April, 1917, as one of the 
leaders ‘of Russian frecdom, a_ few 
months later, through the machina- 
tions of the Bolsheviki, was an out- 
cast. He went to Finland and died 
there—probably broken-hearted. 

And the Bolsheviki, having aban- 
doned all pretense at democracy, now 
rule Russia with a tyranny as great 
or greater than czarism.

The discovery has been made by 
J. J. Willaman, a member of the Min- 
nesota division of the American 
Chemical Company, who has achiev- 
ed the seemingly impossible, aad 
who has made it possible for any 
woman to make her sugar supply go 
farther by a very simple process. 

When cane sugar is subjected to a 
certain chemical change it is conver- 
ted into what is known as invert sug- 
ar, which, weight for weight, is about 
30 per cent. sweeter than cane sugar; 
thus, 100 pounds of cane sugar makes 
a little more than 105 pounds of in- 
vert sugar, which has the same 
sweetening power as 135 pounds of 
cane sugar. The economy in sweet- 
ening is readily apparent, although 
the invert sugar has no more food 
value than the cane sugar. 

The making of invert sugar is a 
very simple matter, and, in fact, it

The Amsterdam Telegraaf is in- 
formed by returned Dutch workmen 
employed in Germany that influenza, 
which is called “hunger sickness” 
there, is claiming thousands of vic- 
tims, especially in the industrial dis- 
tricts of the country, because of 
weakness and cxhaustion due to lack 
of proper food. In the industrial cen- | 
tres of Westphalia and the Rhine | 
provinces tRcre are many  dcaths 
daily. The hospitals are full of pa 
tients. Food rations are being con- 
| stantly decreased. Fats can no longer 
be had, even by laborers who do 
heavy work. 

The Berlin correspondent of the} 
Frankfurter Zeitung says that in ad- 
dition to meatless weeks, the present 
ration of 250 grams (8.75 ounces) will 
be reduced to 200 grams (7 ounces) 
a week in all towns having more than 
100,000 inhabitants. New potatoes 
have arrived in Berlin and it is hoped 
to issue them at the rate of three 
pounds a week to cach person.

Pearl Fisheries Need 
Goyernment Aid 


Leave Owners Reasonable 
Margin and Limit Export 


Four-fifths of the world’s output of 
pearl shell comes from ‘Austrahasian 
waters, but the war has hit the ro- 
mantic business hard. Pearlers are 
getting considerably less for their 
Siege than three or four years ago 
efore the great conflict began—not- 
withstanding the cost of operation 
and that of freights is far higher. 
Most of the pearling fleet is laid 


Must 


up and the few boats that are at 
work at Thursday and Broome Is- 
lands in the South Pacific, are in 


commission only to keep the hands 


employed. Before the war shellers 
at Broome on the West Australian 
coast and therefore on the Indian 


Ocean side of the continent got as 
nuch for shell as $1,150 a ton on the 
spot; but now the price has dropped 
to $550, This permits of no profits. 
This is a state of affairs far re- 
moved from that when four speci- 
mens sold for $85,000 and another 
was obtained which is valued at $25,- 
000. The story runs, among Austra- 
lian pearlers that one of the Vander- 
bilt family paid $12,000 for a single 
stone. 
By the term “Australasian waters” 
is meant not only the Broome and 
Thursday Island pearl fields, but 
those in the Dutch East Indies con- 
tiguous of Australia. The only other 
places on the globe where high- 
grade shell is now being secured are 
off the Malay Archipelago and in 
the Philippines. 
Meantime a 


commonwealth gov- 
a 
few years ago to inquire into the 
possibility of introducing white. labor 
into the pearling industry conducted 
in Australian territorial waters has, 
after a long and exhaustive investi- 
gation drafted a report which will 
shortly be submitted to parliament. 
The chairman of the commission, Mr. 
Bamford of the house of representa- 
tives, said at Melbourne that the re- 
port would recommend that matters 
be left largely as they are at present. 
That is to say, virtually that while

Moving a Granite Block 


Rolled Eight Miles Over Bad Roads 
to Railroad 


A novel method of transporting a 
thirty-five ton block of Texas granite 
to the railroad is described and illus- 
trated in Engineering and Contract- 
jing (Chicago), Says this paper: 
“The quarry from which this gran- 
jite was taken is situated cight miles 
from the town of Llano, the nearest 
railroad station. A poor road and 
| weak bridges connected the two, Fur- 
thermore, there were no wagons in 
the vicinity capable of handling this 
weight, so that it was decided that | 
the only practical method of trans-} 
porting the stone was to roll it to the 
railroad. This was done by tying 
-|small logs to the stone with wire 
rope, which acted as a tire and as 
| protection to the block. The motive 
power was supplied by an_ engine 
mounted on a truck which followed 
the path of the rock. The block was 
moved forward by unwrapping a wire 
rope which had been previously wrapt 
around it, by winding the other end 
on the drum of the engine. The fric- 
tion between the block and the rough 
road prevented it from traveling fast- 
ter than desired down the grades. 
Several streams were crossed but no 
unusual difficulty was experienced.

Scarcity of Raw Material Compels . 
Germany to Weaken Torpedoes 


The Ge s, in their extremity te 
make their raw materials for mual- 
tions go ay far as possible, have 
stripped their torpedoes until they 
are bare as skeletons compared to the 
former efficient mechanisms. 


It seems that the idea of the Ger- 
mans i§ to gain the highest possible 
ve ag power and to eliminate the 
delicate and expensive pens 
and stcering apparatus. his has 
been done at the cost of accuracy 
and range of fire, and at the same 
time enhances the danger to the 
boats by forcing them much closer 
to their target than would be -neces- 
sary if the old types of torpedoes 
were used. But it has resulted in a 
great saving of copper and. brass, 
and doubtless has facilitated quantity 
production. 


Under normal conditions a torpede 
should be effective at 2,000 yards 
or more, but the Germans now sel- 
dom fire from more than 500 yards, 
and when they believe they are com- 
paratively safe they apewies much 
nearer than that to their intended 
victim. At close range the stripped 
torpedo is practically as effective as 
the more complete types, but the 
fact remains that the Germans have 
forced their submarine commanders 
to pay in danger for what they have 
saved by producing an inferior tor- 
pedo. e

STORY OF BRITION IN MESOPO. 
TAMIA FIELD 


The following is a summary of a 
@ispatch received from Lieutenant- 
General Marshall, who took over con’ 
mand of the Mesopotamian exped 
tionary force after the death of Gen- 
eral Maude in November, 1917. 

General Marshall first deals with 


_ the period when General Maude was 


still in command. 
The latter's dispatch had carried 
the story of events down to the fall 
of Ramadi. “At the commencement 
of the period of the present dispatch 
this force was opposed on th, north- 
east by Turks, who wer, holding the 
hill known ag Jebe! Hamrin, while up 
the, Tigris they were entrenched in 
pS of Daur, and the left wing was 
secure at Ramadi. At the beginning 
of October it was decided to clear the 
Turks from the left bank of the Diala, 
and occupy the Jebel Hamrin.” These 
operations wer, successful, though 
the Turks escaped annihilation by 
flight. “All our objectives were gain- 
ed and a position astrid, the Diala 
Gorge, protecting the headwork of thé 
canals, was seized and consolidated.” 
General Marshall alludes to the great 
amount of work necessary to insure 
@ perfect system of communication in 
this forward area. Six canals had to 
be brkiged. “Seventy-five bridges 
were built in this area alone, and the 
Jebel Hamrin which prior to our 
occupation wag a roadless tangle of 
hills, was gradually pierced by a very 
complete and convenient number of 
roads.” 
“While these operations ‘were in 
Progress the 18th Turkish army corps 
on the Tigris undertook a counter- 
demonstration against our troops on 
that line, and in the middle of Octo- 
ber advanced as far as El Huweslat, 
eight miles north of Samarra. Gen- 
eral Maude decided to attack them 
befor, they could dig in. This was 
done, and the Turks began to retreat 
at once, but suffered severely during 
the cours, of their retirement. The 
Sth d 28th infantry brigades and 
the cavalry brigade drove them back 
to Tekit with a loss of 2, 000 men and 
large quantities of ammunition and 
stores.

About 11:30 
p.m, the Turks launched a heavy at- 
tack in the hop, of breaking through, 
but wer, completely repulsed with 
the loss of 1,000 prisoners.” 

With the arrival of the’ infantry 
next morning the end came. Many 
prisoners were taken, and the  pur- 
suit carried on for 73 miles up the 
river, the Turks being worn ont and 
demoralized.
